Coach  John  E,  Ken  f  ro,  a  native  of  Williamsburg*  Ken- 
lucky,  is  m  Ins  eighth  year  as  athletic  director  and  head  bas¬ 
ketball  coach  at  Cumberland, 

Tiio  Indian  mentor  attended  Cumberland,  and  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  I  lie  Cumberland  College  quintet  of  1947-49,  he  set  a 
scoring  record  for  junior  colleges.  Being  a  member  of  the 
starting  five  at  William  &  Mary  in  1949-50*  he  was  named  to 
the  All  Southern  Conference  team.  He  also  started  for  Georgia 
Southern  in  1950  whose  team  was  elected  the  National  Offen¬ 
sive  team  of  the  year.
